8. (Currently amended) The frame of claim 1 claim 7 , wherein the at l e ast on e l e g 
each of the plurality of legs includes a support that engages the surface , wherein the plurality of 
su pports and that defin e s define a footprint of th e frame having a first width , and wherein the 
handl e has an upper end of the handle that d e fines has a second width such that th e width of th e 
upper end is less than the first width of the footprint. 

9. (Currently amended) The frame of claim 1 , wherein the handle further includes an 
int e gral accessory holder integrally molded form e d as one piece with the fram e base .
